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Continuation of 7. NOTE: Applicants contend that Ueno describes "a polymerizable unsaturated polyester resin composition" is a 
thermosetting polyester resin composition. It is noted that Applicants did not show any evidential support for that argument. To the 
contrary, Ueno clearly discloses a thermoplastic polyester such as polyethylene terephthalate comprises a straight-chain polyester (A) and 
an ethylenically unsaturated monomer (B).
